Murtay, 
on testimony of Eldet Stephen Berry ; whereupon it appears that Antioch Church 
upon testimony produced by sid brethren, acquilted them from said charges in 
that publi¢ation-—the church took Be. Berry, also, under dealings. . Whereas Br. 
Berry acknowledged that he signed an unwarranted certificate, and the reason 
why, was under the consideration of the confidence he had in Br. Murtay’s com- 
ing forward to his church, which he considered would be time enough to object 
to certain items in the bill of charges, to wit: the name of the woman concerned, 
and other things which he is sorry for. Br. Murray also acknowledged that he 
did not recollect making the promise, but if he did make the promise to that ef. 
fect, he was wrong in not complying with it—and) also stated that.if he had un. 
derstood the true nature of the case, he never would haye made the publication 
against the Brs, Finley and Guynes. m ;
